whom Five were old i Offenders; and 
though often they had obtain?d the favour of the 
Clergy, and-ſome the mercy of Pardons, yer ſtill 
they perſiſted in their lewdneſs: However, Fwo 
of them that ſeemed the leaſt incourrigible, were 
once more graciouſly redeem'd from that deſtru- 
Rion they had precipitated themſelves into; And 
may their future lives, thus given them as a Prey, 
and ſaved' as a Brand pluck'd: out of the fire, be 
ſpent in honeſt Induſtry and Employment, chat 
they may prove worthy of ſuch Reprieve z for 
aſſuredly if they do not repent, and turo from 
practices, they will ſhortly again 
ſtand in need of Mercy, which will then refuſe to 
hear their Complaints, and deliver them up to 

Death according to Juſtice, | 
One of the other Four was Condemned for 
murthering her :Baſtard-Childe, which ſhe moſt 
unnaturally killd and hid in-her bed for ſame 
days, till the ſame was diſcovered.by one that 
came to viſit her. Asſhe denied her murtheriog 
of it at the Bar, (o ſhe perfiſteg in that negative 
to Maſter Ordinary avd other Miniſters fagre ſhe 
received: Scnrence, alleadging ;that it was Still- 
born 3 orat leaſt, contracted its death as ſoon as 
ever it ſaluted the light, by -an 'accidental, fall : 
However, the Law, to prevent. ſuch pretences 
which in all Caſes of that kiad\'might be made, 
obliging the woman immediately aiter to Cry our, 
and the failicg therein, and. as "tis ſhrewdly appa- 
rent by Circumſtances, was the principal Author of 
its deſtruction, ſhe was condemned to die, Ang

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this day executed at Tyburn according to Sen- 177 
reace. 
Three others, as the Crime they ſuffered for 
- . was the. firſt they were known to have commit- 
ted; ſo was it ſo ſtrange and heinous, as ſcarce 
ever tohave been done by any body but them- 
felves: ſo that we may ſay, They died Preſi- 
dents of Puniſhment, for a Crime unpreſidented, 
Theſe were theewo Brothers and Siſter of £x- 
field, who ſobarbarouſly mangled Jane King, to 
whom Kobert, one of the Brotheis, pretended 
Love 3 but after a long acquaintance, being 
Fellow-Servants together, ſhe refuſed to have 
— him: whereupon his treacherous Love turned to 
Hatred 'and Malice, inſtigated (as "tis ſuppoſed) 
chiefly thereunto by this unhappy Siſter, with 
whom and his Brother he lays a Plot to disfizure 
herz maliciouſly and envioufly deſignivg, that 
becauſe ſhe would not accept of him, they 
would render her ſo deformed, that ſhe her ſelf 
ſhould not be acceptable to any other perſon. 
In. purſuance whereof, on the 20th of February 
laſt about 8 of the clock io the evening, Robere 
and Fans being ovly up, and their aged Maſter 
ia bed, ſome-body calls Robert by his name at 
the back-door,whic: is immediately opens 5 acd 
then eomes in the Sifter and Brother, the later of 
whom ſeizes upon Faxe and holds her, while the 
former barbarous Fury cuts ber Eye ſo lamentably 
that ſhe has utterly loſt the uſe of it 3 mangles 
her Noſe ina diſmal manner, inſomuch that two 
bones were taken out of itz her Tongue the ſit, 
an 
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and almoſt cut cff both her Lips; and alſo gave 
ber a weurid and two ſtabs in the Neck, and ſe- 
veral {laſhes on the Arm, $*c. And having dif- 
patch'd this unheard-of Cruelty , left:.her for 
dead, and went home z who being gone, Robert 
cries cut Mutther and Thievesz and Neighbours 
coming in, preiends to be knock d down, gc, 
bur it pleas'd God ther Fane, after three or four 
days , recovered her ſ:ni:s, and then declared 
who had abuſed her, a::d tuily proved the ſame 
at the Scflivns 53 whereupen they were all Con- 
demned accordirig to the Statute in that Caſe 
made and provided. 

Yetdid they all perſiſt in the denial of the Faq, 
after their Condemnation,even to the day of their 
Death: nor would all Perſwaſions or Admoniti- 
ons of ſeveral Miniſters that came to vifit them, 
get any acknowledgement that they had any 
hand init, Though on the Sunday they carried 
themſelves very attentively ia the Chappel, and 
2 great part of the Sermon was to perſwade the 
neceſſity of Confeſſion in order to their Souls 
kealth, yet they could not be prevailed upon'; 
only on the Munday Margaret ſeemed a little 
unuſually troubled, and delared, That ſhe had 
ſomething lay upon her Conſcience, and deſired 
ſhe + might''ſpeak with a Miniſter 1o private 
whereupon a Miniſter was ſent. for, who took her 
afide; and hoping then ſhe would have made an 
ingenuous Diſcovery, preſs d her with all imagi- 
nable Arguments, but to no purpoſe: For ſhe 
told him, ſhe knew nothing of tt 3 whereupon

lie az*d her, Whar tir A, Je ſaid troubled her; 106 
and lay tpon her Conſcience , for which ſhe de- 
fired io (peak with a Miniſter by herſelf : To 
which, 21l the anſwer that he conld get was, 
That ſhe had, when ſhe ſaid ſo, ſemething- in her- 
head, but now ſhe had forgotit. 

David Hackley having. beers before burn'd in 
the hand, &c- after his Sentence, appeared very 
' feriouſly concern'd ; and whereas, he had for- 
merly occaſion'd much trouble to a Gentleman: 
that had been his Maſter, and hired Sadler and 
others to accuſe and*\\{wear againſt him. for ſeveral 
matters, endeavonring what they could malici- _ 
ouſly to have taken away his life, had not their - 
wickedneſs been fruftrated by Providence, he. 
now (I ſay) did freely confeſs, That all that Pro- 
ſecution was malicious and groundleſs, and that - 
he was chief Deſigner and Confederate in carry- 
ing on the ſame: For which he askd God and' 
his Maſter fofgiveneſs3 declaring, That he was 
heartily ſorry for the ſame , eſpecially that he 
ſhould draw in others, and provoke them to ſwear 
notorious untruths, which he was afraid © they- 
had. never fincercly repented- of before their 
deaths. | ; 

Of the other two Priſoners we have little 


to ſay, but only that as they liv'd incorrigible, 

and would take no warning by ſeveral Con-- 

victions ; fo it 1s to be fear'd they died: fo- .

By the Chriſtian favour of the Court, 
they were allowed time to prepare for Death 
until the 4th of May; at which time they 
were carried to Tyburn, and after the uſual 
Prayers, withour any confiderable or remar- 
kable Speeches, but only requeſting the 
Prayers of all good People preſent, they 
were Executed according to Law. 
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
